Yugoslavia and six 
Arab-Asian states abstained, ap­ 
parently because of th e clause con­ 
demning Peiping.

stood at 45-5, but delegates for 
Costa Rica and El Salvador wh o 
got caugh t in a cross-town traffic 
jam and missed th e ballot later 
persuaded Assembly President Eel- 
co N. van Kleffens to record th em 
as supporting th e resolution. 
Hammarskjö ld is known to con­ 
sider th e task entrusted to h im 
as one of th e greatest ch allenges 
to face a secretary general since 
th e U. N. began work eigh t y ears 
ago. He told th e assembly “I will 
do all in my power to serve th e 
interests of th e organization.” A 
spokesman said later Hammarsk­ 
jö ld was “taking immediate steps” 
to carry out th e mandate. 
“ For th e present,” th e spokes­ 
man said, “h e believes it would not 
serve th e purposes of th e resolu­ 
tion to make any public pronounce­ 
ments as to wh at th ese steps are.

Uncle Sam isn’t going out of the butter 
business, but he is reducing his inventories 
as rapidly as possible and hopes to put this 
price-support venture on a more realistic 
basis. 
More than 300,000,000 pounds of butter 
still is in government refrigerators in spite 
of all efforts to dispose of it by gifts to 
foreign countries and various interests here 
at home, including public schools and hos­ 
pitals. Millions of pounds are being divert­ 
ed to commercial interests at prices as low 
as 25 cents a pound. 
Under pressure from dairy interests, the 
government started supporting the price 
of butter late in 1952. Stocks in govern­ 
ment storage skyrocketed from the start. 
Recently consumption has almost caught 
up with production, to improve the situa­ 
tion greatly. Secretary Benson has been 
authorized to spend $50.000,000 a year to 
subsidize the consumption of milk, both in 
public schools and in the armed forces, a 
move which is expected to reduce produc­ 
tion of butter. 
When Uncle Sam gets out from under 
the deluge of butter, he will have spent 
more than $500,000,000 of the taxpayers’ 
money for the sole purpose of aiding a sin­ 
gle phase of the dairy industry. While pres­ 
ent surpluses are disposed of largely as 
gifts, housewives will continue to pay high 
prices for the commodity.
